RESIDUAL VALUE OF GRASS 
AND LEGUME SOD 
(Experimental Farms News) 
Grasses and legumes are now be- 
ing grown extensively for soil im 
provement, but some kinds are su 
perior to others for this purpose. 
Legumes supply considerable 
fibre to the soil and they have the 
ability to build up the nitrogen sup- 
ply and thus make plant food 
available for the ensuing crop. In 
addition, deep-rooted legumes such 
as alfalfa and sweet clover, serve 
to open up the subsoil and allow for 
the penetration of moisture. Grass- 
es add litle plant food to the soil 
but rather increase the fibre con- 
tent on the decay of -the dense root 
systems common to most of them. 
Yields of grain following sweet 
clover, alfalfa, red clover or alsike 
are generally much higher than 
where grain follows grass. In this 
connection observations have been 
made at the Beaverlodge Station 
as well as at several of the Lllust- 
ration Stations in the region, says

Earlier work at Progress, B.C., gave 
Similar results, with wheat after 
sweet clover yielding 26 bushels 
while wheat after alfalfa returned 
20 bushels per acre. Wheat grown 
on brome sod returned 16 bushels 
While wheat grown on alfalfa-tim- 
othy-brome sod yielded 19 bushels 
per acre, 

General observations are that the 
deep-rooted legumes have — the 
greatest residual effect since they 
have the most extensive root sys- 
tem, though alsike and Altaswede 
red clover are also beneficial and 
well worth considering. The root 
systems of grasses require consid: 
erable moisture for decay, they tend 
to depress yields, especially 
years of scant rainfall. 

Where a grass-legume mixture 
such as alfalfa and brome is used 
the detrimental effect of the grass 
is largely overcome and both fibre 
and plant food are added to the 
soil, For this reason one would do 
| well to consider a mixture of this 
kind for soil improvement work,

MAY BE BUILT BY 1950 


The next big step in the develop- 


pipeline from the Leduc field to 
Regina and Imperial Oil hopes to 
have it operating by 1950, Henry H. 
Heweston president of Imperial, 
said in Calgary last week. The line 
would be about 500 miles long and 
cost close to thirty-five million dol- 
lars, he said. It is already in the 
irafting stage. 

Alberta oil has already squeezed 
all imports out of Alberta and Sas- 
katechewan and is pushing the 
fringe into Manitoba, he said, Car- 
iving the oil by pipeline to Regina 
would make it that much easier to 
extend the market Into the northern 
United States and Manitoba and 
castern Ontario. Whether any pipe- 
lines would be laid east or south of 
Regina had not yet been decided. 

Residues from the new Imperial 
plant at Edmonton are being taken 
to the loco plant near Vancouver 
for refining, Mr. Wewston — said, 
making it possible to cut down 
West Coast imports from U.S.A.
